III. Functions of the Joint Hindi Salahkar Samiti 

The function of the Samiti is to render advice to the 
Ministry of Urban Development and Ministry of Urban 
Employment & Poverty Alleviation in regard to 
implementation of the provisions relating, to Official 
Language contained in the Constitution of India, the 
Official Languages Act, Official Language rules, and 
policy decisions and directions of the Kendriya Hindi 
Samiti and instructions .issued by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs/Depunment of Official Language relating to 
Official Language, and also in regard to progressive use 
of Hindi in the official work of the Ministry of Urban 


Development, Ministry of Urban Employment Sc Poverty 
Alleviation and all their attached and subordinate offices, 
public sector undertakings, autonomous 8c Statutory 
bodies etc. under their control. 

IV. Tenure 

The term of the samiti wilt be 3 years from the dale 
of its constitution provided that :— 

(a) a member who is a member of Parliament shall 
cease to be the member of the Samiti as soon as he 
ceases to be a Member of Parliament. 

(b) ex-officio member of the Samiti shall continue as 
members as long as they hold office by virtue of which 
they are members of the Samiti. 

(c) if a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation, 
death, etc. of a member, the member appointed in that 
capacity shall hold office for the residual term of three 
years. 

V. General 

The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be in New Delhi 
but it may hold its meetings at any other station also. 

VI. Travelling and other allowances 

The non-official members will be paid travelling and 
daily allowances, for attending the meeting of the Samiti 
as per instructions issued by the Department of Official 
Language vide their O.M. No. II/20034/4/86-OL (A-2) 
dated 22.1.1987 and as per prescribed rates and rules as 
amended by Government of India from time to time.
